The Text of the Compromise Bill. 

Washington, February 20.—The following 
is a full text of the bill agreed upan at the 
Carlisle conference yesterday. It is proposed 
as a substitute for the Andrew-Cate bill: 

That the secretary of the treasury shall 
set apart so much of the silver bullion at 
the coinage value thereof purchased under 
the act entitled an act directing the pur- 
chase of silver bullion and the issue of 
treasury notes thereon and for other pur- 
poses, approved July 14, 1890,.as may be 
necessary, including silver dollars hereto-

bullion purchased under the aforesaid act 
to eoined at the rate of $3,000,000 per 
month into silver dollars at the weight of 
four hundred and twelve and a half grains, 
troy or standard silver, as provided in the 
act of January 18, 1837, on which shall be 
devices and superscriptions provided by said 
act, which TGolns, together with all silver 
dollars heretofore coined under the provis- 


‘fons of said act of July 14, 1890, shall be 


egal tender at their nominal value for all 
debts and dues, public and private, except 
when otherwise expressly stipulated in the 
contracts. The standar silver dollars 
coined under this section shall be covered 
into the treasury as miscellaneous receipts. 
Any holder of coin authorized by this 
act may deposit the same with the treasu- 
rer of the United States, or gay assistant 
treasurer in sums of not less than $10 and 
receive therefor certificates in the denomi- 
nations of $1, $2, $5 and $10 and multiples 
of $10, corresponding with denominations 
of United States fotes and coin deposited 
for or representing such certificates shall 
be retained in the treasury for the re- 

ent of the same on demand. Such cer- 
tificates shall be receivable for customs, 
taxes and all public dues and when so re- 
ceived may be reissued. 

The secretary of the treasury is hereby 
directed to nd the purchase of silver 
bullion under said act of July 14, 1890, 
until the residue of silver bullion belonging 
to the N ae States has -been coined as 
required by the first section of this act.

REPLY TO KAIULANPS ADDRESS, 


Thurston Says Her Father British Subject 


and Had Her Sout ta Bagiand. 

Washington, February.20.—The Hawaiian 
envoys, both of the deposed queen and 
provisional government, spent part of the 
day at the capitol in conference with sev- 
eral senators. Thurston, of the Hawaiian 
commission, has given out a statement in 
reply to the message to the American peo- 
ple from Princess Kaiulani, heir apparent 
to the Hawaiian throne, telegraphed recent- 
ly from London. Thurston calis her Miss 
Cleghorn and says he had nothing to do with 
sending her to England to be educated; 
that she went to England about 1889. 
At that time she was not heir to the throne 
and had no standing under the constitution 
of Hawaii. Kalakaua was then king, and 
ex-Queen Liliuokalani, his sister, was by 
law heir. By Kalakaua’s death she came to 
the throne in February, 1891. She then 
had power to nominate her successor, sub- 
ject to the ratification of the house of no- 
bles, which was done about March 1, 1891. 
This was the earliest date at which Kaiu- 
lani had any standing under the constitu- 
tion as heir to the throne. As a matter of 
fact, the young lady’s father is a British 
subject. Her guardian, T. R. Walker, the 
British consul at Honolulu, and his busi- 
ness partner, T. avies, is her business 
agent and has control of her in England. 
The young lady was sent to England by her 
father against a strong feeling in Honolulu 
that it would be best that she be educated 
in the United States.

STILL TRYING THE FUSE. 


Result of the Experiments on the Vesuvius 
Yesterdxy.

of gun cotton was produced by electricity. 
The sound from. the explosion was not so 
great as anticipated. column of black 
sand sprung seventy-five or one hundred 
feet in the air, and was followed by a 
sharp report and vibratory shock. in- 
spection showed that a circular excavation 
five feet deep and two feet in diameter had 
been made in the beach. A lump of black 
clay and sand was lifted bodily from the 
excavation deposited at some distance 
on shore, to the southeast of the explosion 
while the beach was black for one hundred 
yards with finely powdered black earth. 
The explosion was evidently of the or- 
der. In contrast with the foregoing test, 
a second shell was given a heavy charge of 
wet gun cotton, primed with two and a 
half pounds of dry gun cotton and contained 
in addition a Rapieff fuse. The object of 
the experiment was to determine whether 
or not the fulminate explosion in the fuse 
was sufficient to ce a detonation of 
the first order in the shell. 

The whole was detonated by the same 
electric method adopted in the former case. 
The explosion was unquestionably not of 
the first order. About half of the shell was 
blown to fragments. The nose pin was 
thrown forward with terrific force. splitting 
in half a few yards in front of the trench. 
There was little or no excavation and there 
was conclusive evidence to show that the 
wet gun cotton had not been detonated, 
even partially.

Business Failures Last Year. 

The current number of Bradstreet’s con- 
tains some very interesting facts concern. 
ing the business failures of last year. 

It seems that the greatest number of 
failures were caused by lack of capital; 
second in order were those caused by 
disasters, fires, etc.; third, failures be- 
cause of incompetence, and, fourth, fail- 
uers due to fraudulent disposition of 
property. 

There were 3,343 failures on account 
of lack of capital, about seven hundred 
less tha for the year preceding. They 


s€1 in every section except in the 
Sf repeal MH n t. where there was a slight in- 


crease. In the south the decrease was 
12 per cent; in the middle states, 25 per 
cent, and in the east, 28 per cent. 

There were 1,974 failures due to disas 
ter, a slight decrease compared with the 
year before. They increased 30 per cent 
in the middle states, and 180 per cent 
in the south. The failures caused by in- 
competence numbered 1,916, with a slight 
falling off in the south, compared with 
the two previous years. Strange to say, 
New England showed 13 per cent in- 
crease. 

Our contemporary goes on to say: 

There is little encouragement obtainable 
from the record of failures due to fraudulent 
disposition of property, the number of such 
showing an increase in 1892 as compared with 
two years ago in each of the seven groups of 
states. The increase in the number of frau- 
dulent failures in the southern states is more 
than three times as large as the total number 
reported from that region in 1890. In the 
éastern states it is nearly twice as Jarge; in 
the western states as large again, and in the 
middle states 51 per cent of the total reported 
two years ago. In the northwest this in- 
crease amounted to 190 per cent, on the Pa- 
cific coast the aggregate was more than 
double, while in the territories there were 
thirty-six failures, due primarily to fraud, re- 
ported for 1892 as compared with one in 1800. 
The records from the Pacific coast show an 
increase in failures of this class last year as 
comparéd with 1890, but a decrease as com- 
pared with the year before. 

Inexperience caused 532 failures, with 
a small increase in the south; speculation 
outside of regular business showed a 
decrease of 65 per cent in the south; per- 
sonal extravagance caused only 148 
failures, and excessive competition ex- 
plains 180. 

The south makes a favorable showing 
under every head, with the exception of 
disasters, such as fires, floods and crop 
failures. Upon the whole, the business 
review of last year is full of encourage- 
ment for this section. 


Soldiers and the Courts. 
The governor of Kansas doubtless be 
lieyes that, in refusing to obey his order 
te act against the republican house of 


J Aepresentatives, his militia officers were 


guilty of lawless disobedience. 

There is another side to the question. 
The Kansas militia officers took the posi- 
tion that, as the supreme court of the 
state had decided the republican house 
to be the legal house, the governor «as 
commanding them to do an unlawful act, 
and, as good citizens, they were not 
bound to obey him. 

Military men and citizens will be deeply 
interested in the questions growing out 
of this incident, The governor is author- 
ized to command the militia. But the 
militia is composed of citizens who have 
been educated to respect the courts and 
the law, and to obey both. The Kansas 


abiding citizens, and it struck them that 
their supreme court was a bigger thing 
than a governor, and more likely to be 
in the right. So, when their governor 
differed with the court, they decided to 
ignore his order. 

This would appear to be subversive of 
discipline and tending to destroy the es 
sentials of soldierly discipline. And yet 
this is a mistake. The militia officers 
simply determined to stand by the law 
instead of blindly obeying the fiat of the 
executive. They were right. The citizens 
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revolution, the national 


officers desired to do their duty as law- 
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people, or with the law. In the French 
guard refused to 
fire upon the people. f 
The American idea is that the military 
must be subordinate to the civil authority, 
and must be employed to enforce law 
and not lawlessness, and the fact that 
the government is guilty of lawlessness. 
while the people are acting under the 
law, should make no difference. If the 
order of the governor of Kansas had 
been carried out, civil war might have 
been the result. As it was, the quict 
revolt of the militia upheld the law and 
miiintained the peace of the state. 


Canning Factories in the South. 

It is said that the numerous canning 
factories being erected throughout west 
Tennessee will, to a great extent, reduce 
cotton production, and build up truck 
farming and the fruit industry. 

Factories of from ten to twenty thous- 
and capacity are being started at Milan, 
Jackson, McKenzie, Sharon, Union City 
and other towns. Over one thousand 
acres will be set apart for truck farming 
in Gibson county alone, and similar re 
ports come from other counties. The de- 
mand for canned vegetables and fruits 
is practically unlimited, and will increase 
more rapidly than the factories can sup- 
ply the goods. Now, we have in the 
south the finest fruit and truck farming 
regions in the world, and, by establishing 
numerous canning factories right here 
within a stone’s throw of the fields, our 
farmers will find in a very short time that 
the new industry will make them far 
more prosperous than they could hope 
to be under the all-cotton system. 

It is a gratifying sign to see the rapid 
development of this industry in some 
parts of the south, and it goes without 
saying that Georgia offers a very inviting 
field for it. Canning factories cost com- 
paratively little to start. and their product 
can be sold in the home markets, in the 
eastern and western cities, and sent to 
Europe, Asia, Africa and all the Spanish- 
American countries south of us. 

These are facts worth noting and acting 
upon,

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Charity at Home and Abroad, 

The suffering caused by the earthquake 
in the island of Zante was promptly re- 
lieved. In New York and other northern 
cities, money was collected for the vic- 
tims, and immediately forwarded. 

It is strange that these charitable per- 
sons in the east failed to note the fact 
that in one district in Louisiana 4,000 
people were reported to be on the verge 
of starvation on account of floods and 
crop failures. This intelligence was pub- 
lished simultaneously with the Zante 
disaster, but it excited little interest. The 
far-away Greeks at once stirred public 
sympathy, and received liberal aid from 
kind-hearted New Yorkers and Bos 
tonians. But it would seem that they 
had small claims upon us, compared with 
those of the unfortunate Louisianians. 
How is it that men so often overflow 
with pity for sufferers in distant lands, 
and scarcely notice those at homé4in 
their own country? 

It was all right to help Zante, but 
why not Louisiana? Surely, people of 
our own blood here at home are as de- 
serving of our consideration as alien 
strangers thousands of miles away. If 
the sympathizers with Zante have any- 
thing more to dispense in charity, let 
them not forget Louisiana.

Buffalo Express: The Kansas populists seem 
determined to make their socialist governor 
dictator with absolute power over the lives 
and property of all citizens of the state. At 
least, the bill authorizing him to remove 
sheriffs at his own pleasure and appoint their 
successors is a long step in that direction. 
The people of Kansas who elected their own 
sheriffs would be justified in resisting by 
force such ah assumption of arbitrary power. 


Boston Herald: The pension debate in 
congress has brought some interesting facts 
concerning the number of pensioners in the 
southern states, where those who receive 
government bounty have been popularly sup- 
posed to be few and far between. An exami- 
nation of the official reports shows that of 
873,621 persons living in the United States 
whose names were on the pension rolls last 
year, 171,548 lived in the southern states, 
and no less than 69,000 of them in the states 
which seceded from the union in 1861: and 
that of the $138,564,000 paid to these pen- 
sioners, no less than $26,352,000 was received 
by pensioners living in the south—$8,364,000 
of it by pensioners in the late southern con- 
federacy. 


Minneapolis Tribune: Without the necessity 
of lifting a finger, we have seen Mery foreign 
nation which had possessions in the western 
hemisphere, gradually letting go its hold. 
Spain and Great Britain are the only Euro- 
pean powers which still retain western pos- 
sessions; and Spain has withdrawn from 
Mexico and South America and practically 
given up Cuba, while Great Britain retains a 
loose and yearly weakening hold on the Ber- 
mudas and Canada. It now seems likely that 
the annexation of. Hawaii will be achieved 
with less trouble and cost than that of Texas, 
Alaska or the Mississippi valley. 


New York Sun: The overwheiming defeat 
in the senate of the motion to take up the 
New Mexico admission bill is significant. It 
is true that this motioh involved displacing 
the Nicaragua canal bill, which had the right 
of way; but the strong adverse vote of 30 to 
14 makes it somewhat doubtful whether an- 
other opportunity will be found for the ad- 
mission of the territories this year. Of all 
the candidates for admission New Mexico is 
the worthiest. Utah surpasses her in popula- 
tion, but has more drawbacks. The fact that 
the New Mexico bill was put forward alone on 
Monday, with the intention of amending it 
so as to include Utah, Arizona and Oklahoma, 
shows that this was regarded as the strongest 
of the four pending measures. Indeed, were 
it so altered as to bring in New Mexico. and 
Arizona asa single state, it would have irre- 
sistible claims to enactment. 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat: There is but one 
way to secure good city government, and that 
is for good citizens to co-operate in the elec- 
tion of capable and worthy officers. That is 
the uniform practice in other countries where 
municipal extravagance and corruption are 
comparatively unknown. The people of 
cities that are models in this regard have a 
spirit of local patriotism that is sadly went- 
ing with us. They take a lively personal in- 
terest in everything that relates to their ma- 
terial and moral welfare and progress. The 
public expenditures are rigidly scrutinized by 
every taxpayer, and the officials are required 
to let the community know what they are do- 
ing at all times and why they are doing it.

A Card from Chancellor Boggs. 

Athens, Ga., February 18.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: I have just been informed by one who 
knows the facts that a number of our friends 
in the state have felt apprehensions lest dis- 
order and migrule should be spreading among 
our boys. The occasion of this anxiety, he 
tells me, is the somewhat sensational and 
nervous article printed in Thursday’s Consti- 
tution. 

The facts are simply these: Two professors 
being calied away from the university by out- 
side duty left some questions to be answered 
in writing by the junior class. It has been 
our habit to rely on all such occasions very 
largely upon the courtesy and good feeling of 
the boys so far as not to watch them. And 
the sentiment of honor, nourished by this 
confidence, makes cheating in a written exam- 
ination an unpardonable -offense, which ex- 
cludes the guilty from association with their 
classmates and forces them to leave the uni- 
versity. 

On this occasion the body of the junior class 


completed the work, signed the usual pledge 


and withdrew from the room in good faith. 
But our colleagues, being busied with other 
matters, failed to appear exactly when the 
bell rang, baving no apprehensions of mis- 
chief. This gave to some ill-disposed fellow 
his opportunity and the manuscripts were all 
removed. 

Of course in this trick there was no irre- 
parable damage done. Each professor had 
all power to right the wrong. He couid 
easily put up another set of questions, making 
them much harder, if he chose. He could 
give the class a zero and require the 
innocent to purge themselves of all complic- 
ity in the theft. In the present case, how- 
ever, the professors concerned, having satis- 
fied themselves that the body of the junior 
class had acted in an orderly and quiet 
way, preferred to use gentle means. The 
class, therefore, was simply reminded os the 
coufidence hitherto r in them.

A Rabbi on Briggs.

Rabbi Isaac M. Wise, the president of the 
Hebrew Union college, has delivered a re- 
markable discourse in defense of the Presby- 
terlan Dr. Briggs’s doctrine of Biblical in- 
spiration. He maintains, as a Jewish theolo- 
gian, that the Christian idea of the divine or- 
igin of the language of the Bible is not in ac- 
cord with the faith of ancient Judaism, and 
he appeals to the Talmud in support of this 
allegation. Ode rabbi in the Talmud alleged 
that the Mosaic books were plenarily inspired, 
but he had no authority for this allegation. 
In ancient rabbinism the Thorah was the ho- 
liest book; the prophetical and historical books 
were iess holy; the other books, including 
Chronicles and Daniel, were least holy. There 
is in the Midrash a distinguished rabbi who, 
after declaring that God revealed to Moses 
only general principles,’’ asks: How could 
Moses have learned all the Thorah in forty 
days and nights, if it is higher than the skies 
and broader than the sea?’ In the book of 
Genesis the words God spake to Moses’’ are 
not to be found, and the book of Deuteron- 
omy opens with this notice: These be the 
words which Moses spake;’’ se that, according 
to Rabbi Wise, but three books of Moses pos- 
sess divine autbority, and that merely of a 
general kind. 

The argument of the venerable Rabbi Wise 
in defense of the skeptical speculations with 
which Dr. HBriggs has disturbed the [Presby- 
teriun church is full of rabbinical learning, 
and yet we are urable to say that its dlalec- 
tical method is in accord with that of the 
“higher ciiticism’’ of the Presbyterian theole- 
gian. “Il believe,” exclaims Rabbi Wise at 
the end of Fis disccurse, in the superiority of 
reason. an appcal to which is justifiable under 
all circumstances.”

I was in- 
expressibly shocked at the news of brother's 
death. 

J am at a loss to explain the causes 
that led to his shooting himself. I am in- 
clined to believe that he was suffering from 
temporary mental derangement. He was 
hurt last May by being thrown from his 
bycicle and had never recovered from the 
injuries he received. I believe that he was 
suffering from the effects of that fall. No, 
he never acted like a_crazy man before he 
left home. At times he would act queerly, 
but never gave any signs of being seriously 
wrong. He left home a fortnight ago for a 
trip through the south. Since being hurt 
he had worked but little and took this trip 
in the hope that he would be benefited by 


it., 

“I am absolutely sure that there was no 
other reason why he should kill himself 
when he left Chicago than that his injuries 
were troubling him. He was in good spir- 
its and left home with father’s consent. 
Of course, there was no girl in the case. 
The boy was only eighteen years of age. 

“His rash d gave us a severe shock, 
coming in the nature of a terrible surprise. 
We had never thought of such a thing, but 
such things happen and we will have to bear 
it. Aaron was a favorite and it will be 
a great sorrow to his many friends at home 
when-he is carried back there dead.” 

Mr. Raphael is a member of the Press 
Club of Boston and is a prosperous business 
man. He said that the idea of young Ra- 
phael committing suicide because of losses 
at cards was preposterous, as he had 
a good home and could have had all the 
money he wanted. ; 

He left for Boston last night over the 
Richmond and Danville carrying with him 
the dead body of his brother.

THOUGHT IT THE HOUR TRAIN, 


1 Widow 


And While Standing Beside the Track | 


Motioning It to Stop, She Was 
Struckand Killed. 


The incoming Central railroad passen- 
ger train, Nancy Hanks, which reaches 
the city at 1:30 o'clock p. m., knocked 
from the track and instantly killed Mrs. 
Jane Short, at Oakland station, a mile

The killing was purely accidental, and 
was due to a misunderstanding on the 
part of the unfortunate lady.

Her son, J. E. Short. is a carpenter, 
and works in the city. He comes to his 
work each morning on the Central rail- 
road hour train. He returns home, after 
the day’s work is ended, on the same 
train. 

The cottage in which the Shorts live is 
in sight of Mr. Anthony Murphy’s resi- 
dence, and is on the opposite side of the 


railroad. 

Yesterday afternoon Mrs. Short left her 
cottage to come into the city. She in- 
tended coming on the same train on 
which her son rides to and fro between 
his home and his work. At Oakland is 
a small open depot, in which passengers 
wait for the train. The hour train stops 
there to take on and let off passengers. 

It lacked but a few minutes of the 
time for the hour train to arrive when 
Mrs Short left home, and she hurried 
down to the station, which is in sight of 
her sop’s cottage. Before she had reach- 
ed the little depot, she heard the noise 
of a train, and quickened her steps. 

She reached the little building just as 
a rapidly moving train hove in sight. It 
was the fast-going Nancy Hanks, but the 
old lady thought it was the hour train, 
and she stood waiting, out of breath, for 
it ta roll up and stop, as it always does. 

Like a cyclone, the fast train sped 
along. Engineer Ewing noticed the figure 
of the woman standing beside the track, 
but, as such a thing is not out or the 
ordimary, and as he thought she would 
move, he made no attempt to slow up- 

In a moment the train was upon her.

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THE STORY OF THE CHARGES. 


Bond Was Given in the Sum of Two Hun- 
dred Dollars—Castleberry Was iSur- 
prised at the N umber of Warrants. 


R. C. Castleberry, the commercial traveler 
for the firm of Kellam & Moore, was ar- 
rested yesterday for the second time on the 
same warrant. 

Last week Castleberry was arrested on a 
warrant charging him with cheating and 
swindling and he gave bond for his ap- 
pearance before Judge Bloodworth for a pre- 
liminary hearing. On the day set for the 
hearing W. H. Husted, who swore out the 
warrant, was not present and the warrant 
was dismissed. 

After his dismissal by Judge Bloodworth 
Castleberry took umbrage at the manner 
in which he had been treated by Husted 
and swore out a warrant charging him with 
malicious prosecution. The case has not been 
as yet heard before a justice, but Husted, as 
soon as he found out that the case against 
Castleberry had been dismissed, swore out 
a second warrant in LaGrange charging him 
with the same thing. 

The warrant was mailed to a lawyer in 
Atlanta and by him turned over to Bailiff 
Smith, of Judge Manning’s court. Smith 
went on the hunt for Castleberry and found 
him at his place of business. While Cas- 
tleberry was somewhat surprised at this sec- 
ond warrant, he readily consented to go with 
the bailiff and let the judge set a bond. 
When the bailiff and his prisoner returned 
to Judge Manning’s court the judge had 
left for home. The two then went to the 
court of Judge Bloodworth and requested 
him to assess a bond. Jude Bloodworth did 
this, placing the bond at $200. The bailiff 
then w ent with Castleberry, who readily 

zuve the bond, making it returnable in 
aGrange on the 17th of next June. 

Here matters called for another adjust- 
ment, as Husted wanted to have Castleberry 
brought to LaGrange at once for trial on 
the charge preferred against him. A war- 
rant against Castleberry for the same of- 
fense was then put in the hands of one 
of Sheriff Barne’s constables. The consta- 
ble did not let the grass grow under his 
feet, but made an immediate seach for Cas- 
tleberry. Again was C astleberry easily 
found, as he was at work in the store of 
Kellam & Moore. The constable walked 
in and Castleberry was pointed out to him. 
Castleberry was handed the warrant, and af- 
ter reading it, declared that it was the 
same one that he had been arre sted on the 
night before and given bond upon in the sum 
of $200. The constable was firm and Cas- 
tleberry became angry and stated in ve- 
hement language by all the gods and little 
fishes he would not go. Finally he was 
persuaded to accompany the constable more 
as a guarantee of good faith rather than 
anything else. 

he constable and his prisoner went by 
the office of Judge Bloodworth, who wrote 
a note to the sheriff stating that he had been 
informed by both Baliff Smith and Castle- 
berry that a bond had been given. As soon 
as — — Sheriff Mike Blount found that 
Castleberry had given bond upon the same 
warrant, he released him at once. In the 
meantime the case as it stands is badly 


* ene 
arges incorporated under that of 
3 and swindling in the warrant 
against Castleberry are very funny ones, 
but very damaging if true. Husted claims 
that Castleberry was at one time his agent, 
acting for him in matters pertaining to a 
certain business. This business was that 
any. who would 
rf purchase. The agreement. usted says, 
that he had with Castleberry was that 
all the trees sold by Castleberry should 
bring him (Castleberry) a per cent. Ac- 
cording to Husted. the articles of agreement 
were that Castleberry was to receive 15 
per cent cash for every order that he sent 
in and 10 per cent more when the money 
was collected, making a total of 25 per cent. 
Husted said that the orders from Castle- 
berry came in thick and fast much to his 
pleasure and it Soon became doubtful 
whether or not he could fill all the orders. 
When the time to send the trees out ar- 
rived ard they were expressed to the 
parties named nearly all of them, so he 
claims, refused to receive the trees, claim 
ing that they had not ordered any. 
Castleberry’s friends say that he can 
refute the charges without the least trou- 
ble and are confident that he will come 
out on top.
